ſtorms of Thunder, I have been much delired to inlarge 
upon what the Judgments of the Ancients is upon 
1 hanger, and the matter and cauſe thereof, whoſe cu- 
rious minds I was willing to auſwer, which take as

Thunder is an Exhalation hot and dry, which being 
drawn upiinto the middle Region of the Air , and there 
incloſed in the Body of a thick cold Cloud ( fo that the 
hotneſs of the Fxhalation carnot agree with the cold.
